Notice w ill he takeii of such 
persons as may remain after the Sd of 
next month, and all officers are erildr- 
ttd to give information of every such 
person, remaining after that period, 
rs may come within their knowledge.”

* As well, therefore, to restrain the few 
corrupt citizens w e have among us, as to 
guard against the dangerous designs of 
persons not citizens nor owing allegiance 
to the United States, all officers and sol¬ 
diers are strictly ordered and enjoined to 
enforce the said recited order, by ai rest¬ 
ing forthwith ali such persons as are de¬ 
scribed therein, and to cot fine them and 
make report. 

Andjall bfficiers and soldiers arc strict¬ 
ly enjoined to give the earliest iotolli- 
ence of allmutiny, intended mutiny, se- 1 
ition, or excitement of mutiny and se¬ 
dition, and to arrest all such persons aa 
they may find concerned therein, and 
confine them. for trial, agreeably to the 
rules and articles of war, and without re-, 
sard to the rank or standing of such per¬ 
son «r persons.
